In the last two of three in- 


stallments of a study on Power 
and Land in California issued 
Wednesday and today, the 


Nader group also called for 
massive resignations of officials 
who regulate natural resources 
in wild areas. 


"We request the resignation of 


all officials regulating oil and 
gas, the Forest Practices Act, 
utilities and real estate who 
have direct occupational con- 
flicts of interest with industries 
regulated," said the report. It 
estimated they sit on more than 
half of some boards. 


In the Legislature, members 


who practice law are willing to 
handle lawsuits in conflict with 
their legislative duties, the 
report said. 


Sixty per cent of the assem- 


blymen and 55 per cent of the 
senators 
get 
substantial 


payments from land interests — 
either from law fees or their real 
estate firms, construction firms, 
or *heir large land holdings, the 
repoit said. 


The Nader 
group said it 


contacted 25 law firms that 


employ attorney-legislators and 
18 said they would represent a 
land development company. 
Thirteen of these said the 
legislator would handle the case. 


One of the lawmakers named, 


Assemblyman Edwin Z'berg, D- 
Sacramento, 
said, 
"Their 


statement is absolutely in- 
correct. I do not now nor have I 
ever 
represented 
a 
land 


developer " 
Assemblyman 


Henry Waxman, also named, 
said 
the 
report 
was 


"outrageous " He said he quit 
his practice when he was 
elected. 


Robert Fellmeth, the lawyer 


who directed the study, said if 
all the officials on regulatory 
agencies with conflicts resigned, 
probably a majority on many 
boards would leave 


Land developers dominate the 


campaign financing of key 
legislators, statewide office 
holders and local officials, the 
study said. 


Committee chairmen receive 


40 to 50 per cent of their funding 
from corporations involved in 
land speculation, development 
or financing, the report said, but 
Gov. Reagan "receives closer to 
70 per cent of his funds from 
these sources " 


The report listed corporate 


contributors to the governor's 
campaign chest, which it said 
"appear repeatedly in our study 
as recipients of massive public 
subsidies, as abusers of the 


environment, as beneficiaries of 
tax 
breaks 
and 
as 
un- 


precedented 
violators 
of 


numerous laws." 


Reagan's office said it would 


have no comment until it could 
study the Nader report. 


The report also urged an end 


to the property tax and tax 
reforms 
to 
block 
land 


speculation 


The study said that logging, 


grazing and mining interests 
throughout the state are given a 


free hand, while government 
agencies designed to regulate 
them are made up largely ot 
representatives of the

Saigon Police Beat, 
Arrest Candidate 
During City's Crisis

SAIGON (AP) — An an- 


tigovernment candidate for the 
National Assembly was beaten 
and arrested by police today 
during a protest demonstration 
as South Vietnam's political 
crisis neared the end of its first 
week 


Tran Tuan Nham, a self- 


described leftist who opposes 
both President Nguyen Van 
Thieu and the U.S. presence in 
Vietnam, appeared in Saigon's 
main square with a handful of 
student supporters to display a 
copy of his campaign poster 
which police confiscated early 
last week. 


It depicted President Nixon 


with fangs, a Hitler mustache 
and a large "X" across the face. 


Uniformed and plamclothes 


police broke up the demon- 
stration, touching off a brief 
melee as they pursued Nham 
and his associates through the 
area 


and mortar shellings, during the 
24-hour period ending at 6 a.m. 
today. The U. S. Command 
reported 
four 
attacks on 


American forces. 


Official reports said two 


Americans and 49 South Viet- 
namese troops were killed and 
five Americans and 115 South 
Vietnamese 
soldiers 
were 


wounded. 
Eighteen 
South 


Vietnamese 
troops 
were 


reported missing. The two allied 
commands claimed 236 North 


Vietnamese and Viet Cong 
troops killed. 


Three Vietnamese 
civilians 


were reported killed and five 
wounded. 


A 
South 
Vietnamese 


spokesman, Lt. Col. Le Trung 
Hien, said it was the highest 
level of enemy activity since 
May 28-29 when 48 such enemy 
attacks were reported. 


This time the North Viet- 


namese and Viet Cong were 
most active in the central 


highlands and in farther north in 
the area south of Da Nang 


The command reported in its 


weekly casualty summary that 
78 U 
S. servicemen were 


wounded last week, 18 less than 
the week 
before, 
and 14 


Americans died from nonhostile 
causes, six more than the 
previous week. 


The total battle doad was the 


lowest since the last week of 
August 
1965, 
when 
six 


Americans were killed in action.

WASHINGTON

Leaders of a variety of women's 
organizations say the vote 
women won 51 years ago today 
will be used against any 
congressmen who oppose or try 
to weaken their equal rights 
amendment. 


The amendment, introduced 


in every Congress since 1923, is 
designed to wipe out any traces 
of discrimination or inequality 
because of sex 


Passage was being demanded 


at a news conference held today 
by representatives of groups 
ranging from the National 
Federation 
of 
Republican 


Women's Clubs to the Team- 
sters Union. 


"We will be keeping tabs on 


every member of Congress 
every step of the way," Flora 
Crater of the National Women's 
Political Caucus said Wed- 
nesday night "Every one of 
them will be held accountable " 


Voter registration drives are 


being organized nationwide with 
the specific goal of defeating 
congressmen who fail to support 
the amendment, said Carol 
Burns of the National Woman's 
Party. 


The House takes up the 


amendment after 
Congress 


returns Sept. 8 from a summer 
recess that brought every 
member face-to-face with the 
women supporting the amend- 
ment. 


Miss Burris said before the 


recess that supporters would be 
reminding representatives that 
some 90 per cent of campaign 
volunteers normally are women, 
and that a lot of campaigning 
lies ahead. 


"A lot of them don't want the 


amendment but will be afraid to 
vote against it," she said, 
because of the growing political 
awareness of women, who make 
up 53 per cent of the electorate. 


The Wiggins amendment, 


added to the original measure 
by the House Judiciary Com- 
mittee, is designed to let such 
congressmen off the hook. Of- 
fer red by Rep. Charles E. 
Wiggins, R-Calif., it would 
exempt women from the draft 
and permit so-called reasonable 
laws discriminating on the basis 
of sex. 


"If we can defeat the Wiggins 


amendment, the equal rights 
amendment will be passed," she 
said.

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It's Not Revolution, But. . . 


The news wire yesterday carried at least four stories dealing 


with resort to violence by large groups — one of them the attempted 
break at San Quentin with its apparently senseless slaying of two 
fellow convicts, but the others by persons not classed as criminals. 
The others were additional details in the killings at My Lai, a rock- 
throwing attack on police at the California State Fair, and forcible 
takeover by Blacks and Chicanes of a student meeting at Fort 
Collins, Colorado. Such episodes have become typical. 


Criminal violence has always been with us. There have always 


been robberies and holdups, and crimes of anger, passion and 
revenge. We still have such crimes, perhaps in even greater 
number. But beyond that now there's a rebellious spirit abroad in 
the land. Many see it as well-plotted revolution. But the evidence 
doesn't seem to support that. Rather, it is a widespread im- 
patience, declining confidence in the integrity of our officials and of 
the fairness of our laws—even a general disdain for any law at all. 


It cannot be denied, though, that there is threat of revolution 


there. It's not that the rebellious attitude was stirred up by 
revolutionaries in the first place. But there is a tendency for young 
rebels to jump to the false conclusion that they have something in 
common with other rebels who complain about the same con- 
ditions. More than that, however, there is danger of a com- 
paratively small group of disciplined revolutionaries seizing 
control should civil disorder become widespread enough. At this 
time we think of revolutionary and Communist as synonymous, but 
there may be other revolutionaries as time goes on. And from 
whatever source, revolution is a horror that we must turn aside 
long before it grows close. 


First and of paramount importance, means must be found to 


break up ghettoes and prevent others from forming, btatic groups 
with common interests antagonistic to those of other groups must 
be done away with. There is no danger to our democratic in- 
stitutions in having Negroes or Mexican-Americans, or American 
Indians associated together because of cultural or historic bonds. 
But whenever they share social or economic opportunities or 
disadvantages that are not shared by all other groups, we are in 
trouble. Increased but limited economic status and education will 
make matters worse instead of better. There must be no halfway 
reform of the inequalities that have marked the past. 


Law enforcement has often been cited in recent years as an 


overriding need. That cannot be denied. But law must be enforced 
fairly, and any widespread need for enforcement must be 
recognized as a sign that there are conditions that must be 
corrected. 


As regards the national scene, there is not much that Tehama 


County citizens can do beside studying the candidates and the 
issues carefully before election time, and noting the voting records 
But that is a lot, if the policies and questions at issue are actually 
studied and not treated on the basis of former ideas and decisions 


On the local scene, we can do that and more, too. We can listen 


carefully to what the opposition has to say, personally We haven't 
always done that in the past. We must lay the groundwork on the 
local level here and everywhere for a people's government that 
people will believe in.

How About Rogers Morion?

WASHINGTON — Ever since 


his bravura performance on 
network television last week, the 
pundits have been lining up to 
award Treasury Secretary John 
B. Connally the 1972 Republican 
vice presidential nomination. 


And there are, in fact, cogent 


reasons why Mr. Nixon should 
drop Spiro Agnew from the 
ticket next year. Agnew is an 
honorable man who has been 
viciously treated by certain 
elements of the press, from the 
1968 "fat Jap" remark to the 
recent and celebrated case of 
the rutting rhinos. 


But even many of Agnew's 


most ardent admirers do not 
regard 
him as 
presidential 


timber. He has entertainment 
value. He says many of the 
things which Middle America 
likes to hear said. But 1600 
Pennsylvania Avenue is not an 
Elks Lodge, as most Americans 
appreciate. 


It is not just a question of 


Agnew being "a 
heart-beat 


away from the presidency," 
although that is frightening 
enough. Were a Nixon-Agnew 
ticket to win next year, Agnew in 
1976 
would find himself at the 


head of the Republican party 
and it would be difficult to deny 
him the nomination. 


Having been the target of a 


dumping effort himself during 
the Eisenhower years, Mr. 
Nixon would be loath to dump 
Agnew. But as he has demon- 


strated in both his overtures to 
Communist China and his New 
Economic Plan, Mr. Nixon will 
reverse himself if he feels that it 
is necessary — for national, 
partisan or personal reasons — 
to do so. 


There is plent of precedent, 


from Thomas Jefferson (who 
dumped 
Aaron 
Burr) 
to 


Franklin Delano Roosevelt (who 
got rid of Henry Wallace). In all, 
eight vice presidents have found 
it necessary 
to seek 
other 


gainful employment. 


Should he decide that Agnew 


is expendable — and 
that 


decision has not yet been made 
— Mr. Nixon, in the prosecution 
of 
his 
Southern-suburban 


strategy, will find it expedient to 
come up with a running mate 
who has a relatively con- 
servative image, yet is capable 
of attracting independents as 
well as Democrats, preferably 
one capable of swinging a key 
state or two. 


And it must be admitted that, 


on the surface and at this hour, 
John Connally seems precisely 
to fit the bill. The big Texan 
exudes 
confidence, 
force, 


candor and humor. The only 
trouble is that Connally is a 
Democrat. 


This may seem 
relatively 


unimportant in a day when 
party loyalties are weakening. 
But if he is anything, Mr. Nixon 
is a good party man, as is 
Connally, who has none of the 
chameleon-like 
qualities 
of 


Mayor Lindsay of New York 


City, a man who would rather 
switch than fight. 


As both Nixon and Connally 


well know, bipartisanship at the 
cabinet level is one thing, but on 
a presidential ticket? It has 
happened 
only once before, 


when Abraham Lincoln, himself 
a convert from the Whig party to 
Republicanism, 
picked 


Democrat Andrew Johnson, and 
that was during the Civil War. 
And bad as things are in the 
country at the moment, we have 
not yet reached that state of 
divisiveness. 


If it is accepted that Mr. Nixon 


will pick a Republican other 
than Agnew, who is it likely to 
be? While there is no obvious 
choice (Ronald Reagan is out 
because of geographical im- 
balance and, in any case, the 
Constitution 
prohibits 
the 


President 
and 
the 
Vice 


President being from the same 
state), it is rather surprising 
that one seldom hears men- 
tioned the name of Interior 
Secretary 
Rogers 
Morton, 


younger 
brother of former 


Kentucky Senator Thruston B. 
Morton. 


For in many ways Morton 


would be an ideal running mate 
for Mr. Nixon. At 6 feet 6 and 250 
pounds, Morton is a great bear 
of a man with a Will Rogers-ish 
appeal which is not unlike 
Connally's. 


Morton has a proven ability to 


induce voters to cross party 
lines. He five times won election 
to the House of Representatives 


from 
his 
constituency 
on 


Maryland's 
Eastern 
Shore, 


where Democrats outnumber 
Republicans 2 to 1. 


Most importantly, the Yale- 


educated 
Morton 
has 
the 


complete confidence of Richard 
Nixon, who hand-picked him in 
1969 
to be chairman of the 


Republican 
National Com- 


mittee, a post which has given 
him far more influence with 
party regulars than that of the 
average 
congressman 
or 


cabinet member. 


As Interior Secretary, Morton 


would be well-placed in 1972 to 
make as much political capital 
as possible out of the en- 
vironmental issue. And Morton 
knows the South like the back of 
his hand, having 
run 
his 


brother's campaigns in Ken- 
tucky and sold flour (Ballard 
Biscuits) from New Orleans to 
Richmond. Yet 
despite his 


appeal to conservatives, Mor- 
ton's record puts him perhaps 
slightly to the left of center in 
the Republican party. 


After the Goldwater debacle 


of 1964, Morton stumped the 
country reforging Republican 
unity and in 1968 served as Mr. 
Nixon's floor manager at the 
GOP 
national 
convention. 


Although he would not provide 
leverage in any one key state in 
1972, 
the 56-year-old Morton 


would add sorely needed zest to 
the ticket. And, perhaps equally 
importantly, he would make a 
credible leader of the party in 
1976. 
Very much a man to watch. 


Washington Merry-Go-Round 


Nixon's Economic Pie-ln-Face An Awakener

WASHINGTON — Pre 


Nixon's economy rattling, if it 
serves no other purpose, should 
jolt America out of its economic 
euphoria. For the unpleasant 
truth is that the U. S. is slipping. 


The Japanese islands, just a 


few geographic dots on the 
globe, are rapidly overtaking 
the American giant as the 
world's greatest industrial 
power The almighty dollar, the 
sun around which all other free 
currencies have revolved for a 
quarter of a century, has gone 
into eclipse. 


American workers no longer 


produce the world's best goods. 
For too long, we have been 
confident and complacent. We 
have put private interests ahead 
of the national interest, ease 
before duty, luxury before 
sacrifice 


Our workers have been 


pampered, our corporations 
breast-fed from the Treasury, 
until they have lost their com- 
petitive edge. Such industrial 
lions as Lockheed and Penn 
Central, having been ripped up 
in the capitalistic jungle, have 
merely gone whimpering to the 
government trough 
Like the 


lions that are fed daily in our 
zoological gardens, they no 
longer possess the keen instincts 
and reflexes necessary to 
survive in the jungle 


Unions and corporations alike 


are now squabbling for more 
spoils, rather than showing a 
patriotic interest in halting the 
nation's economic decline. 
Despite all the presidential 
blessings for the auto industry, 
for example, it took White House 
pressure to persuade Ford to 
roll back last month's price 
increase. And AFL-CIO boss 
George Meany, who considers 
himself a great patriot when it 
comes to denouncing Com- 
munists, thumbed his nose at a 


White House appeal to help 
stabilize the economy 


Americans 
manufacturers, 


meanwhile, continue to build 
most of their new factories 
overseas, and bankers 
shift 


dollars to countries where they 
can command the h'ghest in- 
terest rates. Pock'jtbook in- 
terests, apparently, are still put 
ahead of patriotism by most 
Americans. 
CHEYENNE SCANDAL 


The Army is blundering ahead 


with the Cheyenne helicopter 
despite new evidence, compiled 
by the Army itself, that the 
aircract is hopelessly unsuited 
for its purpose 


The latest move, the award of 


a $47 8 million contract to the 
financially troubled Lockheed 
Aircraft Corp , makes it seem 
the Nixon Administration will go 
to any wasteful length to keep 
Lockheed afloat. 


The Cheyenne is designed as a 


tank-killing gunship which 
would provide close air support 
for allied ground operations 
against enemy forces in Europe. 
It is loaded with ultra-sensitive 
electronic gadgetry to enable it 
to operate at night and in ad- 
verse weather 


The Army has insisted on 


going ahead with the project 
even though both the Air Force 
and the Marines are also 
developing aircraft for similar 
use. 


Morever, the Cheyenne has 


already cost more than twice 
what it was supposed to. In all, 
the public has spent $600 million 
so each branch of the military 
could have its own ground 
support 
aircraft. 
Of this 


whopping sum, the Cheyenne 
has consumed $435 million 


As if cost overruns and 


duplication were not enough, the 
Seventh Army in Europe has 
now come forward with a report 
seriously challenging the idea 


that a helicopter could provide 
air support in European combat. 


The Seventh Army's report is 


being kept under wraps by the 
military. However, its findings 
are set forth in a draft study by 
Senators 
Charles "Mac" 


Mathias, 
R-Md., 
William 


Proxmire, D-Wis., and Rep. 
John Seiberling, D-Ohio. 


"Conclusions 
from 
the 


Seventh Army Air Cavalry 
Evaluation in Europe," states 
the unpublished report, "show 
that helicopters, especially the 
Cheyenne, will be able to 
operate under poor weather 
conditions, but effectiveness is 
doubtful. 


"In the case of the Cheyenne, 


under conditions of very poor 
weather, the optical tracking 
system of the TOW missile 
becomes very doubtful and 
although the Cheyenne is ef- 
fectively hidden from 
the 


enemy, so is the enemy hidden 
from it" 


Thus, despite the expensive 


electronic 
equipment, 
the 


Cheyenne would still be inef- 
fective at night and in bad 
weather. 


In addition, the Cheyenne 


would also 
be 
extremely 


vulnerable in an air support 
role. Adds the report: 


"Of eight senior officers 


responding to questionnaires 
about the evaluation, seven 
mentioned 
helicopter sur- 


vivability as an aspect of the Air 
Cavalry concept that un- 
favorably impressed them." 


The Congressmen's report 


cites another evidence of the 
Cheyenne's weaknesses and 
makes a lengthy comparative 
study of the Air Force's AX, a 
fixed-wing aircraft for close air 
support which is presently under 
development, and the Marine 
Corp's Harrier, also a fixed- 
wing plane which is now in 
production. 


"The Cheyenne is a weapons 


system 
of dubious utility, 


questionable realibility and 
phenomenal cost," the report 
says. "We recommend the 
Cheyenne project 
be ter- 


minated." 


The report concludes that "the 


close-support mission is per- 
formed most effectively with 
fixed-wing aircraft . . . We 
recommend 
c o n t i n u e d 


development of the AX." The 
report also recommends con- 
tinued production of the Harrier 
through this year, which would 
leave the Marines with a total of 
60 of the aircraft. 


Footnote: The congressional 


report will be part of a series 
which will be published by the 
bipartisan Members of Congress 
for Peace Through Law.

He reported back to 
Proxmire that despite the 
Wisconsin Senator's ferocious 
assaults on the aerospace in- 
dustry, there was much positive 
talk about him. 


Now Proxmire himself is 


using the opportunity of a 
scheduled 
speech 
at 
the 


University of California in Los 
Angeles to test the political 
wind. 
He'll 
be attacking 


President Nixon's economic 
policies and analysing the new 
wage-price freeze. Before and 
after the speech, he will talk 
with some selected California 
moneymen and politicos.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


Democratic National Com- 
mittee has told the U. S. Court of 
Appeals here its method of 
picking convention delegates is 
aimed at keeping the party 
nationalized. 


Joseph Califano, attorney for 


the committee, said keeping 
delegate selection strictly to a 
one-man, one-vote basis would 
turn the party over to a few 
industrial states and leave out 
smaller ones.

"We're happy about that but it 
still doesn't solve the problem. It 
puts a premium on

dragging boards of education 
that we wait until two days 
before school opens to settle 
their contracts. The freeze came 
along and they're home free." 


The original ruling by the Cost 


of Living Council had said 


teachers were barred from pay 
raises if their contract period 
started on or after Aug. 15, when 
Nixon announced the 90-day 
freeze. 


Now the council has ruled) 


teachers may receive raises if 
they are eligible to be paid over 
a 12-month period but are in fact 
paid over a 20-month period, 
provided the contract took effect 
before Aug. 15.

by Sept. 20. 


The group was told to "take 


into account the nature of the 
U.S. balance of payments dif- 
ficulties, the rationale for the 
surcharge and the modalities of 
its implementation, the effect on 
trade, the possible effect on the 
economies of other contracting 
parties and in particular the 
effect on the economies of the 
developing countries." 
Klaus Sahlgren, will head the

County Clerk William G. Sharp 
says that contrary to ac- 
cusations by the county grand 
jury, "no regular records or 
exhibits" in the Sirhan B. Sirhan 
case were mishandled .by his 
office and he stands by the 
procedures and personnel used 
in their care. 


Sharp told a Wednesday news 


conference that an investigation 
he ordered into the matter 
showed no improprieties and 
said he welcomes the in- 
vestigation ordered Wednesday 
by the chairman of the county 
board of supervisors as a result 
of the grand jury findings. 


While broadly critical of the 


clerk's office, which has custody 
of trial evidence, the grand 


jury's investigation will not 
result in indictments, because of

Hecht. 


Sharp confirmed the grand 


jury's contention that numerous 
pages from the two photostatic 
copies of Sirhan's so-called 
"RFK must die" notebooks are 
unaccounted for and that the 
copy of another of the notebooks 
is missing in its entirety.

notebooks are intact and in the 
hands of the California Supreme 
Court which is reviewing 
Sirhan's appeal of the death 
sentence he received for the 
assassination of Sen.

Fred Marler, Teale, Beilenson, Behr and 
Short.asking for their continued support on this legislation that is 
so important to all fishermen. You can address your letters just to 
each Senator in care of the State Capitol building. 


I would like to thank Wayne Gentry of the Dept. of Water 


Resources for his extensive letter bringing us up to date on the 
California water plans. Maybe we've been confused about the 
water plans of these "would be" dams, even though the map we 
reproduced did show projects proposed by your department and 
federal agencies. 


We have been made to realize that times have changed, 


however, and your letter of information has made us breathe a bit 
easier. Latest population trends appear to indicate that California 
does not demand that much water, however. So we hope it will be 
made possible for us to continue to use our free flowing rivers with 
the exception of the Eel River, which of course must be sacrificed. 


We do have something in common , it's water, running right 


between us. You want yours and we want ours to fish in, it's that 
simple 


From the annals of my recent fishing experiences comes this 


one. Seems I was out on a pond near Red Bluff plunking for bass 
and bluegill. I observed a large bull frog pop up from the surface 
near where I was casting in some moss. 


I cast the small popper near him and teased him into taking it. 


As he took it, an enormous bass of eight to 10 pound class came 
from under the moss and took the frog and the water exploded. He 
let the frog go, but all that remained was a three-foot hole in the 
moss. 


At the time I was so shocked and surprised, my reflexes jerked 


the frog from the mouth of that big bass. Could you believe the frog 
was a foot long stretched out! I had to release him and maybe that 
bass will get him yet... Maybe I'll get the bass some day 


STEELHEAD. Klamath River 


The real big word every fisherman is waiting to hear this year 


is the report on the Klamath River for the summer or early fall run 
fish. The fish are in. We ventured over to the lower section to check 
things out and here's what I found. 


The river is in beautiful condition. Water is not too high or low 


but just right, it's much clearer than usual and the temperature is 
about 62 degrees. At that time last weekend there were con- 
siderable numbers of half-pounders scattered all the way up to 
Orleans and higher already. Occasional four and five pounders. 
There are fish on almost every good riffle or hole The river has 
changed quite a bit from last year but basically the riffles and holes 
are the same. 


Some have flattened out quite a bit in the lower section. 


Especially Johnson riffle. There is an abundance of aquatic insects 
over years past which is a good sign. Yes it's that Klamath time of 
year. 


I mentioned the river has changed and so did a lot of the gravel 


bars people are used to camping on. Pecan bar has changed con- 
siderably as has Slate Creek bar but there is still plenty of space. 
Just watch the soft gravel and avoid getting stuck.

Prisoners Allowed Out Of Cells 


SAN QUENTIN (AP) — Most 


of San Quentin Prison's 2,600 
convicts have been allowed to 
leave their cells with security 
eased for the first time since a 
bloody c-scape try last Saturday 
which claimed six lives. 


The prison administration 


said most prisoners 
were 


allowed out of their cells for 
Wednesday meals. Attorneys 
will be admitted to the 500-acre 
facility on San Francisco Bay 
today and relatives can resume 
visiting Friday, said Irvin 
Ritter, San Quentin business 
manager. 


"We're opening the doors 


again," said Ritter. "We've got 
things under control. Now if the 
outside groups would stop 
agitating... They're making the 
problem here, not us." 


Since George Jackson, 29, 


three guards and two white 
inmates were killed Saturday, 
only a skeleton crew of 39 kit- 
chen helpers and 450 convicts in 
an honor unit had been allowed 
out of their cells. 


Outside the prison Wed- 


nesday, more than 250 persons 
demonstrated peacefully to 
press demands that the gates be 
opened to attorneys, doctors and 
others to investigate conditions. 


In San Francisco, five inmates 


of San Quentin's Adjustment 
Center filed a suit Wednesday 
deirianding the federal govern- 
ment appoint a federal master 
or commission to take control of 
the state prison and investigate 
treatment of prisoners. 


The suit, asking $14 million 


damages for the five inmates 
and their two attorneys, charged 
that "San Quentin is being 
operated in a criminal, cruel, 
and inhumane manner" and 
that "the State of California no 
longer is capable of maintaining 
control."

Number Of Families 
On Welfare Drops; 
Officials Confused 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


number of families on welfare is 
dropping. The government is 
slightly confused and a little 
concerned. 


Statistics releaded Wed- 


nesday show the number of 
persons 
receiving 
public 


assistance in May decreased .3 
per cent from 
April, the 


Department 
of 
Health, 


Education and Welfare said. 


Most of the shrinkage was in 


families headed by unemployed 
fathers, a statistic government 
specialists cannot explain in 
view 
of 
continuing high 


unemployment. The drop was 
34,000 persons, or 3.9 per cent, 
from April. 


The number of female-headed 


families receiving aid increased 
slightly, 
resulting 
in 
the 


aggregate decline of only 16,000 
recipients, to 10.2 million per- 
sons, in the family program. 


The May drop followed a 


marked slowing in welfare 
growth in April, but an HEW 
spokesman warned it will 
require 
"another 
month 


showing a decline before we can 
really call it a trend. 


"We are concerned about this 


situation because the needs of 
welfare recipients have not 
lessened — they, too, are under 
financial pressures," HEW 
welfare 
director 
John 
D.

Dollar Still Stronger 
Than People Suspect 


By LAURANCE F. STUNTZ 
NEW YORK (AP) — Ten days 


after President Nixon cut the 
dollar loose from gold, the dollar 
is still stronger than most people 
expected. 


This apparent good news 


could actually be bad news. 


The reason is that part of the 


Nixon economic plan envisaged 
a decline in the value of the 
dollar in foreign money ex- 
changes. This would help United 
States exports since it would 
then take fewer marks or lire or 
francs 
to 
buy 
American 


products. 


Also, it would mean that goods 


coming into the U. S. would cost 
more, 
and 
presumably, 


Americans would turn away 
from them. 


The net of these two, ac- 


cording to the plan, would be an 
improvement in the U. S. 
balance of payments; we would 
no longer be buying more than 
we are selling abroad. 


What has happened in the 10 


days since the President's 
historic announcement of a new 
economic policy? 


Things haven't yet gone as 


envisaged 
in 
the 
foreign 


markets. 


So far, the dollar has slipped 


in the neighborhood of a little 
more than two per cent, not the 
expected 15 per cent. 


This means American goods 


are not that much cheaper 
abroad. Imports are more ex- 
pensive here not primarily 


because of the dollar's new 
value but because of the new 10 
per cent tariff Nixon put on 
them. 
, 
.. 
In Geneva on Wednesday, the 


54-nation General Agreement on 
Tariffs and Trade — GATT — 
set up a study group to examine 
the surcharge. The study group 
was told to "take into account 
the nature of the U. S. balance 
of payments difficulties 
and 


report back by Sept. 20 


GATT members piedgeu -.0 


accept the surcharge without 
retaliation but made it clear 
they are strongly opposed to it 
and want it lifted as soon as 
possible. 


Failure of the dollar to fall as 


expected means that the extra 
tariff, the surcharge, is now 
America's big stick in in- 
ternational bargaining. It keeps 
out some imports and thus keeps 
down the deficit in the balance of 
payments. At the same time, it 
provides a bargaining weight for 
dealing with other countries. 
The surcharge hurts their ex- 
ports to the United States, so 
they want to get rid of it. 


This means the United States, 


when the matter finally 
is 


decided, can say: "Revalue 
your currency upward and we 
will take off the surcharge." 


In the meantime, the dollar 


may not stay around its present 
level 
and 
new 
market 


maneuverings could bring some 
of the changes that had been 
anticipated.

Tornado Captured On Film 
Astronaut Joins Academic World 


By LEW FERGUSON 


TOPEKA, Kan. (AP) — Henry 


Perez, a Kansas highway patrol 
trooper, has captured on film a 
spectacular sequence of pic- 
tures of a developing tornado. 


The highway patrol made the 


pictures 
available 
to 
The 


Associated 
Press 
for 


dissemination as a public ser- 
vice. 


On a stormy night in May 1970 


on the flat Kansas prairie about 
25 miles west of Salina, Perez, 
28, and 
a 
fellow highway 


patrolman pulled off Interstate 
70 in their patrol cars to perform 
tornado spotter duty. This is a 
regular function of the patrol in 


this state, in the heart of 
America's "Tornado Alley." 


Tornadoes 
develop 
along 


squall lines when cool northern 
air moving southward across 
the midwestern plains overruns 
warm, moist air which has 
pushed northward from the Gulf 
of Mexico. 


A tornado is a funnel-shaped, 


ominously dark 
cloud 
with 


windswirling counter-clockwise 
at a speed of 25 to 40 miles an 
hour, 
dealing 
death 
and 


devastation if it 
dips into 


populated areas. 


The tornado Perez shot was in 


open country. It caused only 
minor field damage and downed 


a few trees before rising again. 


Perez had with him a 35mm 


Sears single lens reflex camera 
— a standard piece of equipment 
for the troopers to shoot high- 
way accident pictures. 


What Perez recorded was a 


bulge protruding downward out 
of a boiling cloud about a 
quarter of a mile from the two 
troopers. "I got it right from the 
beginning," he said, "and just 
kept shooting as it progressed." 


Perez continued to shoot the 


developing tornado until its long 
elephant-trunk 
funnel 
had 


dipped to the earth and began 
stirring up dust. 


The trooper shot 20 exposures 


within 5 to 7 minutes by his own 
estimation, with the camera set 
on automatic for both the ex- 
posure 
adjustment 
and the 


shutter speed. 


"I really did it just because I 


like 
to 
take 
pictures 
of 


something unusual," Perez said. 
"I don't like to take pictures as a 
hobby." 


The pictures were filed away 


at the Kansas highway patrol 
headquarters until this summer 
when the National Weather 
Service and The Associated 
Press learned of their existence 
and obtained permission from 
Col. 
William Albott, 
patrol 


superintendent, to use them.

Delay-Plagued BART

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 


The delay-plagued Bay Area 
Rapid Transit system may be 
delayed again — this time until 
the spring of 1972. 


BART directors, especially 


William Blake of San Francisco 
voiced dismay Wednesday when 
they were told the Rohr Corp. of 
Chula Vista would be unable to 
deliver the first of 250 cars as 
last scheduled. 


The Fremont-Oakland section 


of the 73-mile system originally 
was to go into service next 
month, but earlier problems at 
Rohr set that date back to Jan. i, 
1972, and sources say the line 
now will probably open in May 
1972. 


B. R. Stokes, BART general 


manager, said uncertainty over 
labor problems and effects of 
the wage-price freeze also were 
involved in the latest delay. 


"There's something wrong 


with this operation," com- 
mented Blake. "It's a hell of a 
mess." 


Blake added, "I've talked to a

We're losing millions of 
dollars in these delays. It's 
costing the people money."

The witness, Fredrick Wid- 


mer of Lower Burrell, Pa., was 
identified in earlier testimony as 
the

of Medina's 


command group who shot a 
badly wounded Vietnamese boy 
during the My Lai massacre 


Widmer, now a civilian, took 


the stand Wednesday and in- 
voked the Fifth Amendment on 
grounds that he might be 
prosecuted later if he testified 


Although Widmer has been 


given a federal grant of im- 
munity from prosecution, he and 
his lawyer, Capt. Gary Myers, 
told the judge they were not 
certain it would fully protect 
him. 


John M. Small of Kent, Wash., 


an assistant machine gunner at 


My Lai, testified earlier in 
Medina's murder trial that he, 
Smail, was standing near the 
wounded and bleeding boy when 
Medina passed by with his 
command group 


Medina was talking on the 


radio "with his head down and I 
don't even know whether he saw 
the incident," said Smail, the 
first witness to place Medina at 
the scene of a killing. 


The defense contends that 


Medina was unaware of the 
killing of unresisting civilians 
until late in the assault of My Lai 
on March 16, 1968, and that he 
gave a cease-fire order as soon 
as he saw some civilians had 
been slain. 


The government accuses 


Medina with responsibility for 
"not less than 100" murders of 
South Vietnamese civilians 
because he failed to intervene 
while his troops killed, and with 
personally shooting a woman 
and ordering a young boy shot. 


SACRAMENTO, Calif. (AP) 


— Rioting erupted for the second 
night in a row Wednesday at the 
California State Fair, resulting 
in injury to three officers as at 
least 500 youths threw boards, 
bottles and rocks. 


About 
10 
persons 
were 


arrested and at least one youth 
was wrested from officers by the 
crowd and spirited away. 


Tear gas was used to force the 


crowd out of the fair grounds. 


Windows on five police cars 


were broken and two of them 
were overturned. 


Reinforcements were sum- 


moned and 80 more rushed to the 
area.
